EDITORIAL 


Home Life on the Farm 


In solying the problem, now almost 
universally recognized, “of checking 
the tendency of boys @and girls to 
move tothe cities and keeping-them 
on thetand, the farm home must play 
by far the most importarit;part. Even 
in the cities the right kind of a home 
is the greatest restraining force in 
keeping young people from drifting to 
far away places and pastures new. It 
is the most powerful of all influences, 
and nowhere will the influence of a 
good and comfortable home, and the 


right kind of home surroundings, be} 


found more potent than on the farm. 

In a new country like Western 
Canada, which is just emerging from 
the crudeness of the pioneer Stage, it 
is inevitable and-altogethef natural 
that in the earlier years of its devel- 


opment the farm home should be 


small and lacking in those many little} 


comforts and attractive features 
‘which appeal so strongly. to youth, It 
was necessary that the land 
first be broken, essential farm equip- 
ment secured, a water supply 
available, some horses and livestock 
gathered together, and the necessary 
buildings provided \for their care. 
Usually, therefore, the first farm home 
was little more-than a shack in which 
to eat and sleep. It possessed few 
eomforts and was thé ‘reverse of at- 
tractive, and, isolated in many in- 
stances, there were few neighbors, 
with a resultant great loneliness, It 
is small wonder that it failed so fre- 
quently to hold the bays and girls 
when>they reached their later teens 
and approached young manhood and 
womanhood, 

Too frequently, perhaps, even after 
the farm had reached a certain stage 
of developnient, and the farmer was 
beginning to make headway in a ima- 
terial sense, he had become so absorb- 
ed in his farm operations that all his 
available money and eredit was utiliz- 
ed in buying more machinery, more 
livestock, more land, and erecting lar- 
ger and better farm buildings, while 
the home and its equipment was over- 
looked and neglected. All too fre- 
quently the complaint was heard from 
the wife and mother and the growing 
children that father seemed to think 
only of the faffm itself and the things 
required by him to extend and im- 
prove the farm operations. It was not 
due to selfishness so much on his part 
as to. the farmer's and 
keenness in his farm, .

Nevertheless, such a policy is a mis- 
taken one from the farmer’s 
standpoint. The farmer’s family is, 
after all, his best asset, and it does 
not redound to his credit to have 
splendid equipment in the way of farm 
machinery, great barns, 
land, and all labor-saving devices in 
his own work, while his family lives 
in a shack or inadequate cottage 
which is dwarfed into insignificance

The farm. home should be made as 
specdily as possible the most attrac- 
tive feature of the farm. The wife and 
mother should be supplied with those 
little labor-saving devices in the home 
which so materially assist.to convert 
housework, from mere drudgery: into 
pleasure. She will thereby be enabled 
to give greater attention to her chil- 
dren, while the girls will grow up 
without that repugnance for farm life 
which so many farm-bred girls now 
feel. 

A telephone should be installed and 
thus largely eliminate that feeling of 
isolation, and bring the whole family 
circle into closer touch with friends 
and neighbors, A few good books, 
pictures, magazines and the district 
newspaper will help to brighten the 
farm home, while, if it is possible, a 
piano or musical record machine will 
provide the boys and girls with those 
pleasures at home which lead them to 
look longingly towards the -cities in 
order to enjoy. , Ny 

In a word, the farnier should not 
overlook every opportunity to make 
farm life attractive to his boys and 
girls in order to inspire and encour- 
age them to remain on the land and 
follow what is admittedly-the most in- 
dependent life anyone can lead in 
these times. And in his effort to make 
the farm, and farm life, attractive, he 
will soon discover by a little observa- 
tion that he has the greatest of all 
inducements in a happy, comfortable, 
attractive home. A little money and 
time spent on flower secds, treés and 
shrubs and their care will pay divi-

Make the farm home attractive and 
jthe boys and girls will be loath to 
leave it; leave it unattractive and 
jlacking in comfort and those things 
j which give pleasure and they will be 
anxious to get away from it and will 
take the first available opportunity of

The report of the overseas military 
forces of Canada tabled in the house 
of commons at Ottawa last week by 
Sir Edward Kemp, overseas minister 
of militia, contains 533 printed pages. 
It is a comprehensive history of the 
activities'of the Canaglian forces dur- 
ing the war period with definite data 
as to the strength of the personnel 
of the various organizations at the 
tise of the signing of the armistice.

Kemp, in a preface to the report, “this 
opportunity of expressing to the for- 
ees who have served in all theatres in

“Further, I. would express my 


thanks to those in charge of the ad- 
ministration and training of our 
forces, both in France and in England. 
By their efficiency and wholehearted 
endeavor our victories were made pos- 
sible, and they conclusively proved to 
the world that the citizen soldier, im- 
bued with the spirit of loyalty and 
self-denial, could be the equal of those 
who had made war a life-long study.” 

The succeeding pages which tell in 
narrative form the story of the incep- 
tion, organization and record of the 
various divisions of the Canadian 
force are* replete with information 
that makes the report practically a 
history of the war. A large portion 
of the volume is devoted to a descrip- 
tion of the various military opera- 
tions in which the Canadian forces 
weng engaged during the four years 
of flict with accompanying maps 
and explanatory notes. 

Dealing with the Canadians in the 


Royal Air Force, the report says it) 


will no doubt be a matter of surprise 
to many to hear that over 8,Q00 Can- 
adians have held commissions in the 
air forces, An intéresting table is 
given showing the comparative 
strength of the Imperial! and Cana- 
dian Railway Construction Forces on 
the western front at the close of the 
various years of the war. While on 


December 31, 1914, imperial railway! 


construction troops numbered 1,476, 
the situation had so changed on arm- 
istice day that Canadian construction 
troops numbering 14,877 were in the 
field while imperial troops of the 
same class numbered only 7,340, 

The report also, shows 
armistice day the total! strength of the 
Canadian forestry corps was 31,447, 
including 13 companies of prisoners 
of war numbering 5,021, At the time 
the\armistice was signed over 70 per 
cent. of the total timber used by the 
allied armies on the western front 
was supplied by the Canadian fores- 
try corps. ° 

The number of Canadian officers 
attached or seconded to the imperial 
trooper other forces outside the 
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' military forces of Canada was 1,281 
at the date of the armistice, Of these 
824 were seconded or attached to the 
Royal Air Force. Also on November 
11, 1918, 384 officers were . seconded 
to the war office for military duties. 

“It is gratifying to record,” says 
the report, “that since the overseas 
military forces of Canada first went 
into action they have been awarded 
upwards -of 17,000 medals, honors and 
awards, including 61.Victoria Crosses, 
1,182 Military Crosses, 19 _Distin- 
guished Conduct Medals, and 6,610 
Military Medals.” 

“The discipline of the overseas 
military forces of Canada for the 
year 1918,” states the report, “was 
distinctly satisfactory, and this was 
largely due to the efficient adminis- 
tration and discipline by commanding 
officers, and to the esprit de corps 
which had been nourished’ and devel- 
oped among all ranks of the Canadian 
forces,” 


Germans Using» 
Stolen Machinery 


Belgian Engineer Says Factories Are 
in-Full Swing 

The process of extracting’ from 
Germany the machinery she has sto- 
len is an arduous one. 

An engincér who has just returned 
from a quest in the neighborhood of 
Cologne found four out of the eighty 
machines removed from his works be- 
tween Jan. 8, 1915, and Dec, 7, 1917. 
He discovered incidentally that eight 
others had been worked to death in 
Germany, and knows that four more 
are still in Belgium. -The whereabouts 
of the remaining sixty-four are un- 
known to him, 

This observer reports that not only 
are the German factories in full 
swing, but that they have been con- 
siderably enlarged during the war and 
show abundant signs Of prosperity, 
largely oWing to the machinery stolen 
from Belgium and France which has 
been sold to them by the German Go- 
verhment for almost nothing. But 
what- is particularly exasperating is 
that the Germans have been keeping 
their own machines for use after the 
jwar and have been making munitions 


falmost entirely with stolen machines, 


{ which, having been working night and 
day with inferiar oil, which alone is 
available, are now mostly only fit for 
the scrap heap. : 

{ Not only does one sce the German 
{machines resting while similar Bel- 
|gian and French machines by_ their 
side are at work, but stores and Ger- 
man machine tool works are full of 


This state of things, coupled with 
the extreme difficulty, because of 
;German mendacity, of tracing mach- 
ines or missing parts, and with the 
enormous amount of red tape involy- 
ed in claiming machihes, makes the 
| Belgians, whose works are idle and 
‘whose workmen ‘are unemployed, 
more than ever resent their not being 
allowed to take Germah substitutes in 
place of those worn out or destroyed. 

The engineer suggests as the only 

solution that the Germans should 
themselves be obliged to produce all 
| missing parts- which are often hidden 
in obscure store house, each factory 
should be made to furnish a list show- 
ing where its stolen machines came 
from, and for machines not found 
within three months and for machines 
unfit for work, and machines destroy- 
ed, equivalent machines should be 
handed over to the Belgian industries, 
these to be taken from German mach- 
ine tool makers and industries,

Uncle Sam is rubbing his eyes in 
astonishment to find that about four 
million adult Agfericans can 
read nor writ It was the astonish- 
ing percenj@ge of illiteracy among 
the enliSted men in the 
army that first directed attention to 
this state of affairs.

There are different causes, but one 
of the chief is the small salary that 
is paid the school teacher, This as-

Poland Still Destitute 


In Desperate Need of Food, Clothing 
and Raw Material and 
. Machinery 

New York, N.Y. — Present condi- 
tions in Poland are described in a 
statement issued by the American Re- 
lief Administration, compiled from 
authentic sources open to the adminis- 
tration, The statement says in part:

Anti-Bolshevik factions in Russia, 
headed by Admiral Kolchak and Gen.
